All Doubt as to Where President Taft 


Stood With Regard to the Downward 


Revision of the Tariff Was Swept 


Away by a Formal Statem ent Com­ 


ing Out of the White House— Repub­ 


lican Party Committed to Downward 


Revision by Platform, He Says. 


Washinglon, July 17.—When a state­ 
ment was given 
cut at the White 
House setting forth in detail what the 
president had to say to twenty-three 
Republican members of congress who 
called to protest against putting raw 
materials on the free list, all doubt a* 
to where President Taft Stands with 
regard to the downward revision of the 
tariff was swept away. 
The president in this statement de­ 
clared that the Republican party is 
committed to a downward revision; 
that he has never had any other idea 
of the Chicago platform, and that he 
personally has promised a downward, 
revision to the people. 
This statement is interpreted in 
some quarters here as a direct notifi­ 
cation to the conferees on the tariff 
bill that if the measure they finally 
agree upon does not constitute a ma­ 
terial reduction in specific duties, the 
president will exercise his power of 
veto. 
Dictated in the third person, the 
statement concludes with this final 
word of the president’s attitude as 
outlined to his callers: 
“He felt strongly the call of the coun­ 
try for a downward revision within 
the limits of the protective principle, 
and he hoped to be able to respond to 
that call as he heard it, as well in the 
interests of the party as of the coun­ 
try.” 
President Taft up to this time has 
not permitted himself to be quoted in 
connection with the tariff struggle. His 
frame cf mind was indicated in his 
New Haven speech on June 30, how­ 
ever, in which he warned the Repub­ 
lican party that if it did not keep its 
promises and live up to what the peo­ 
ple expected of it, it would be rele­ 
gated to the minority. The president 
asserts for the first time his authority 
as the titular head of his party. 
As 
such he announces his conviction that 
the party platform meant a revision 
downward and that no other interpre­ 
tation can be placed upon it. 
In addition to the suggestion of a 
veto, whicn many polit cal observers 
read into the president’s statement, it 
Is taken also to mean that if congress 
does not agree to what he regards as 
a proper revision downward there will 
be a split between the president and 
the legislative branch of the govern­ 
ment as wide as 
was those which 
marked the experience of President 
Roosevelt and President Cleveland.

Pittsburg, J uly 17 .—The situatio n 
co nfro nting the autho rities at McKee’s 
Ro cks in co nnectio n with the strike

emplo y es 
o f

Pressed 
Steel Car co mpany is any thing but 
calm. 
An undercurrent o f unrest is 
apparent and with quantities o f liquo rs 
hidden abo ut the strikers’ headquar­ 
ters and the uncertain temper o f the 
strikers and their sy mpathizers, mo re 
tro uble is apprehended. 
Friday ’s demo nstratio n against the 
state autho rities and co nstabulary is 
an indicatio n o f the feeling o f the 
striking men. These ev ents were high­ 
ly co lo red by the appearance o f the 
wiv es and wo men sy mpathizers o f the 
striking men. With their babes in o ne 
arm and bricks and slag in their free 
hand, these amazo ns resisted attempts 
o f the autho rities to enter their ho mes 
in search o f strike leaders thro ugho ut 
the entire day . 
A tro o per o f co nstabulary , meeting 
with this resistance in o ne instance, 
dro v e his ho rse thro ugh the fro ni do o r 
o f the ho me o f a striker, and witho ut 
dismo unting, arrested the man he was 
lo o king fo r and practically gallo ped 
him to the bo x cars being used as po ­ 
lice statio ns. 
The tro o per, it is re­ 
po rted. was badly beaten by wo man 
sy mpathizers while perfo rming the ar­ 
rest. 
It is also repo rted that a wo man 


was sho t in the rio ting o f the past 
twenty -fo ur ho urs. 
While the rumo r 
is credited by the strikers, the car 
co mpany o fficials deny kno wledge o f 
the affair. 
The striking men tried to 
o rganize themselv es into so me so rt o f 
o rder. 
The attempt was futile, al­ 
tho ugh fo ur o f the strikers were finally 
selected as a co mmittee to wait upo n 
the co mpany o fficials and endeav o r to 
get an arbitratio n hearing. The co m­ 
pany refused to treat with the men. 
There are no w o n the rio t gro und o v er 
200 po lice o fficers including city , co un­ 
ty and state autho rities. 
This is at 
the rate o f o ne po lice o fficer to ev ery 
sev enteen strikers.

CONGRESS ON ALCOHOLISM 


Experts In Scientific Treatment Meet 
In London Tomorrow. 
London, July 17.—Delegates from all 
parts of Europe and America, in re­ 
sponse to the invitation of the British 
government, will assemble here tomor­ 
row at the twelfth international con­ 
gress on alcoholism, whose purpose is 
the discussion of the alcohol problem 
from a scientific viewpoint.

The new shah is y et in his minority , 
and Azad 111 Mu lk, head of the Kajar 
family , has been appointed regent. 
Sipahdar, one of the most activ e lead­ 
ers of the mov ement, has taken office 
as minister of war and gov ernor of 
Teheran. 
General Liakboff, throu gh whose ne­ 
gotiations with the Nationalists the 
su rrender was effected, was escorted 
by mou nted Babhtiari riflemen to the 
parliament bu ilding and was greeted 
with lou d applau se by the people. He 
was informed that he might remain 
entirely in command of the brigade 
prov ided he commanded orders of the 
war minister. This arrangement was 
commu nicated to the British and Ru s­ 
sian legations. 
Ru ssian and British legation gu ards 
are stationed at the Ru ssian su mmer 
legation, where the shah has sou ght 
safety , and the Cossacks hav e placed 
gu ns arou nd the bu ilding as a precau ­ 
tion against a possible attack bY the 
Nationalists, who hav e declared. howr- 
ev er, that they hav e no intention of 
taking a step which might cau se seri­ 
ou s complications. 
They look u pon 
the shah’s action in seeking the pro­ 
tection of a foreign legation as tanta­ 
mou nt to v olu ntary abdication, in 
which case fu tu re difficu lties might be 
av oided. 
The shah’s decision to place himself 
u nder Ru ssian protection was by no 
means a su dden one. He secu red Ru s­ 
sia’s consent to receiv e him the day 
the Nationalists entered Teheran, bu t 
made no mov e u ntil the troops gu ard­ 
ing his palace at Baghshah, near Te­ 
heran, were forced to retreat to Su l- 
tanabad. 
After an all-night attack 
by the Bakhtiaris the shah with the 
q u een and one of the princes left the 
palace at Su ltanabad u nder an es­ 
cort of 200 soldiers and drov e hu r­ 
riedly to the Ru ssian legation. 
Ar­ 
rangements already had been made for 
him and he was greeted by the staff of 
the legation and condu cted to his new 
residence, ov er which the British and 
Ru ssian flags floated. 


Liqu or Du ties to Be Higher. 
Washington, Ju ly 17 .—Conferees on 
the tariff bill hav e agreed to accept 
the senate amendments increasing 
abou t 15 per cent the ex isting du ties 
on wines, spirits and liqu ors. 


Laporte, Ind., 
Ju ly 17 .—Posses of 
farmers, headed by depu ty sheriffs and 
local employ es of the Chicago-New 
York electric air lipp arq searching the 
western and sou thern part of Laporte

Wiseman is in a seriou s condition 
bu t the attending phy sicians believ e 
that he will recov er. You ng Wiseman 
was in charge of the steam shov el du r 
ing the night, when two well-dressed 
white men and a negro appeared and 
demanded whisky . He had none, and 
told them so. 
They then asked for 
money . When he refu sed this the men 
attacked him and beat him u ntil he 
was insensible. Then they opened the 
door of the firebox and shov ed him in 
The fires had been banked, bu t they 
set fire to his clothing. Wiseman mu st 
hav e come to in a few minu tes, for he 
was able to pu sh open the door by 
shov ing u p the bolt which 
came 
throu gh. He was u nable to climb ou t 
bu t he was able to reach ou t and pu ll 
the whistle cord, which brou ght to the 
scene members of the camp, a q u arter 
of a mile away . Wiseman was almost 
env eloped in flames when the rescu ers 
appeared and pu lled him ou t. He then 
became u nconsciou s again and it was 
an hou r later before it was possible to 
learn the story . 
Then the search of 
the three assailants was commenced 
Rewards hav e been offered for the! 
arrest.

At the end of the decline, cotton for 
new crop deliv ery was selling at $2 
a bale less than the closing price of 
Thu rsday . The break was marked by 
panicky liq u idation and ex citement 
seldom equ alled ex cept in time of com 
plete demoralization, the general nerv 
ou sness of the traders su ggesting 
thorou ghly u nsettled state of sent! 
ment.
